Up to this time the paper manufacturers have taken no 
ction one way or the other toward meeting the situation 
et forth.

“The hours of the tour workers do seem long, but 
every manufacturer knows, though he is not supposed to, 
that when things are running along smoothly, as they 
usually do, the men on the night tour sleep fully half the 
time. What I think wrong is for the men to dictate the 
hours they will work. If they thought they ought to have 
higher wages it would be right for them to ask for them, 
but they ought not to say, Reduce the hours so many per 
week at the same wage as now, and then pay us time and 
a half for anything beyond.”

ORR PAPER COMPANY. 


Receivers Appointed for the Company 
on Last Saturday. 


The Company Succeeded Orrs & Co., Paper Manufacturers, 
Troy, N, Y.—Joseph A. Leggett and Frederick 
W. Orr Appointed Receivers—Trouble Due 
to Inability to Float Bonds, 


The Orr Paper Company, of Troy, N. Y., went into the 
hands of receivers on Saturday of last week. The peti- 
tion was filed at Troy by the officials of the company. 
Joseph A. Leggett and Frederick W. Orr were appointed 
as receivers. The assets are given as $821,425.95; liabil- 
ities, $401,704.85, of which $146,000 is secured by ware- 
house receipts. The immediate cause of the embarrass- 
ment was the inability to float the company’s 

The Orr Paper Company succeeded Orrs & Co. on the 
Ist of last July and was organized on a basis of $500,000— 
$150,000 preferred and $350,000 common stock. At that 
time the real property of the company was appraised at 
$538,000 by the American Appraisal Company, of Detroit, 
Mich. Bonds to the extent of $150,000 were issued on 
this property and a mortgage given to the Trust Com- 
pany of America to secure the issue. Thirty-three thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of their honds have been issued to 
take up mortgages that had a prior lien on parts of the 
real estate. The proceeds from the sale of the remainder 
of the bonds was to be used for working capital, and at 
the time of the organization of the company the sale of 
these bonds was assured by persons in whom the officials 
of the company had confidence. But when the former 
came to place them they found that the market had 
changed. This faiiure to float the bonds was not ascer- 
tained finally until a few days ago. The paper of the 
company was maturing, some of it within a day or two

of the time when the final situation was presented to them. 
The officials considered means of protecting the creditors 
from loss, and concluded that the best method for arriv- 
ing at the best results was a receivership. After consult- 
ing with some prominent financial men of the city that 
plan was decided upon, and Joseph A. Leggett and Fred- 
erick W. Orr were appointed. 

The receivers were empowered to continue the business, 
so far as necessary to protect the property and its value, 
Shipments of product will be made as heretofore. 

The assets include the water power controlled by the 
company, which is part of the Troy Hydraulic Canal, and 
the liabilities named above are outside the capital stock. 
The real estate is unencumbered, except for outstanding 


bonds, which, including those hypothecated, are about 
$50,000, making, approximately, the real estate as ap- 
praised $475,000 more than the bonds outstanding. In- 
cluded in the assets are real estate and machinery 

The officers of the company are: President, Alexander 
M. Orr; vice-president, S. Alexander Orr; secretary and 
treasurer, Frederick W. Orr. The New York offices of the 
company are in the Times Building. The title of Orrs 
& Co., or rather the “s” on the name, was due to the fact 
that when that firm commenced business there were three 
gentlemen of the name of Orr connected with it. Upon 
legal advice the firm style of Orrs & Co. was adopted, | 
which it was intended to show that there was more than

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HEAVY DEMAND FOR PRODUCT. 


Mills Continue to Be Crowded with Orders—The Chief 
Complaint Is That Deliveries Are Not as Prompt 
’ as Is Desired. 








The unusual demand for paper continues in the New 
York market. As far as the crowded condition of the 
mills is concerned the situation has grown worse in the 
past week. Everybody is clamorous for “my paper.” So 
strong is the demand for book, news and manilas that 
buyers are now willing to talk on the basis of January 
delivery. But strange to say the manufacturers have in 
many instances refused to take orders for January deliv- 
ery at prevailing prices. This refusal has further compli- 
cated the situation. Naturally the buyers are non- 
plussed. They have been trying to persuade themselves 
that quotations would “go off” rapidly around the first 
of the year. So to now be told that instead of a decline 
there is the strongest likelihood of further advances, a 
mild state of consternation has seized them. All grades 
of paper are evidently being used up just as fast as they 
are turned out by the mills. The great trouble is that the 
mills cannot make paper fast enough. This week news 
paper is perhaps the most interesting grade, as the short- 
age of the supply in it is now being felt. The asking 
price is 24 cents and it is now very firm at that. As has 
been said before the tonnage of some of the news mills 
has been cut down recently on account of low water. 
Still, aside from this the demand is very strong. On con- 
tracts the figure is supposed to be about 2 cents as the 
minimum. In book papers the great activity continues. 
The recent advance, which averaged % of a cent, is being 
firmly maintained. The manufacturers predict a further 
stiffening of the price about the first of the year. All 
the mills are at least six weeks behind on their orders. 
The agreement in regard to the minimum price of soda 
pulp for next year is depended on to keep the price on 
book papers even. So great fluctuations and lower quota- 
tions are not expected during next year. A good busi- 
ness is being done in writings. The mills making tiem 
are at least a month behind on orders. Prices on writings 
are firm, but there have been no positive general ad- 
vances. On manilas there is no change in the situation— 
both the mills and the jobbers have more than they can 
attend to. There has been no change in quotations on 
manilas the past week. Taking everything into consider- 
ation the condition of the market is remarkably strong 
and the tendency of prices is upward. If further ad- 
vances are not made before the January 1 the present 
outlook is that there will be at least no decline within 
that time. 





Excellent Business at Holyoke. 
Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Paper Trape Journat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., November 19, 1901.) 

There is nothing but gratifying news coming from the 
paper manufacturers this week. Business is reported as 
being excellent, and there has been no falling off in orders 
since last wegk. The mills have all of the business that 
they can handle, and in many of them shipments are be- 
hind and the mills are unable to keep up with their orders. 
rhe present month is one of the most prosperous No- 
vembers that the manufacturers in Western Massachu- 
setts have experienced in years, and business bids fair to 
hold up well during the winter, although a slight falling 
off in orders is to be expected after the holidays. Many 
of the mills have business enough on hand at the present 
time to keep them running well into January, and it is 
expected that with what additional orders will be re- 
ceived next month the mills will be well supplied for the 
rest of the winter. 

The mills in South Hadley Falls state that trade with 
them is better now than it has been in corresponding 
periods for many years, and the Esleeck Manufacturing 
Company, at Turners Falls, states that its business this 
year has been very satisfactory. The company has been 
doing a very good business in its typewriter papers, and 
the mill is running to its capacity. Good reports are re- 
ceived from the mills in Berkshire County and in Con- 
necticut. In brief, the manufacturers could not ask for 
better business Prices have remained unchanged, al- 
th6ugh the prices of raw materials are said to be tending 
toward a higher scal FERRY.

The only complaint heard is of slow delivery 
in the filling of orders on the part of the manufacturers. 
The market has stiffened somewhat in price during the 


past week, especially on papers composed largely of 
ground wood pulp, which have been advanced a fraction. 
The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company has advanced 
its fibre papers 4% cent a pound, and other makers of 
similar grades are reported to have done likewise. No- 
tice of a small advance in book papers has been received 
from a certain book mill, with New York headquarters. 
Owing to higher quotations from coating mills city job- 
bers have marked up glazed papers 5 cents a ream. 
Ground wood is getting to be quite a scarce article in 
this market. Such mills as are not under contract, but 
there are not many of them in this section, are getting 
about $15 a ton at the mill. Low water is the cause of 
the scarcity. There is a good demand for all lines of box 
boards. Rags and other grades of paper stock have im- 
proved somewhat in demand of late, but prices have va- 
ried very little. The outlook for sulphite is improving. 
Viewing the trade as a whole present conditions are very 
favorable for a good run of business for some weeks to 
come.

Philadelphia Wrapping Market Advances. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, November 18, 1901.—“If dealers cannot 
make money now they never can,” said one of the largest 
local paper men to-day in discussing the trade situation. 
He pointed out that demand was never better, that deal- 
ers were under no expense for soliciting orders and that 
their capacities were taxed to meet the voluntary require- 
ments of customers. ‘While it is true that prices are still 
down and not likely to increase materially,” he added, “‘it 
is also true that there is a sufficient margin of profit to 
make satisfactory returns on investments when the volume 
of trade is considered. Dealers, too, can count on a con- 
tinuation of the present activity for months ahead ani all 
values are secure.” 

During the week an effort was made and with some 
success to secure an advance of 4% cent on wrappings, de- 
mand for which is very good.

The straw 
crop in States in which the mills are located was good 
this year and so there is little apprehension of a shortage. 

Concerning book and writing papers there is little to be 
said. The demand is good, but presents no unusual fea- 
tures. Straw, manila and fibre papers are in heavy de- 
mand and current quotations are stiff. M. 


Wisconsin Business at High Tide.

AppLeton, Wis., November 18, 1901.—Business with 
the Wisconsin mills continues at high tide, though some 
say that orders are not quite as spirited as a week ago.

Miami Valley Prosperous. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 18, 1901.—If anyone doubts 
that prosperity is here in abundance, all this Doubting 
Thomas needs to do is to make a trip around the valley 
mills and note observations. No inquiries need be made, 
as the situation is plain. There is more activity in paper 
circles at this time than for many months and indications 
are for a long continuance. “Trade is better this week 
than last,” replied a well-known manufacturer in response 
to an inquiry. “You know that means a great deal, for 
the business of the previous week was about as heavy as 
had been reported in this locality for many months. It is 
doubtful whether the trade ever enjoyed a better season. 
I cannot explain, and, like my associates, can simply say 
that normal conditions exist. In the book market there 
was a slight increase—perhaps quite a perceptible increase 
—on account of current events, but the trade in general 


has shown a steady gain and it seems to be the result of 
natural causes. The demand is heavy and the supply 
must be equal to the call. That’s about all there is to 
this unusual condition—unusual only because of the tre- 
mendous proportion of trade.” 

The clearings for the past week in Dayton show a 
marked gain and indicate that the paper trade is not the 
only beneficiary of the good times. All lines are rushed and 
associated branches in the novelty and machinery depart- 
ments are as actively on the move. 

Despite the fact that advances of from 10 to 25 cents 
per hundred were announced a fortnight since, the tend- 
ency is for another advance and it is probable that within 
ten days a second material advance will be formally an- 
nounced. It is reported that some mill men are submit- 
ting advanced quotations at this time and that favorable 
responses have been received. “It is not so much a ques- 
tion of getting orders,” said a Dayton man, “as it is to 
fill them and fill them promptly. Every dealer and con- 
sumer wants his order filled first. It is a perplexing 
point to solve, as it is the aim of all manufacturers, per- 
haps, to serve all customers alike. Preference is hardly 
given to the largest orders at this time, because many 
small ones are at hand under more advantageous condi- 
tions.” There seems to be small difference in the move- 
ment of all lines this week, though books, writings and 
manilas are in the ascendancy. M. V.

all the mills then affected are running apparently as fuil 
as when the strikers went out and there does not appear 
to be any likelihood that manufacturers will make any 
concessions. The strikers are without positions, many of 
the mills refusing to employ union men. A number have 
been taken back, however, and others have gone East. 

On the part of quite a number of close observers of 
paper trade conditions there is a feeling that the labor 
trouble has been settled for the winter only—if for that 
long—and that the men will again insist upon compliance 
with their terms as soon as they find themselves in a posi- 
tion to do so.

Labor Troubles at Holyoke,

Labor troubles at Holyoke do not seem to have been en- 
tirely settled as yet. Last week the calender operatives in 
the George R. Dickinson Division of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company demanded an increase in their pay and 
threatened to strike if the demands were not granted 
The men say that the demands were simply that the agree- 
ment arrived at between the manufacturers and labor 
union during the strike last summer should be put into 
force. A conference was held between the officers of the 
company and the operatives, and on Friday last the Amer- 
ican Writing Company granted the demands and in- 
creaged the wages of the operatives 15 cents per day in 
this division and also in the Linden, George C. Gill and 
Nonotuck divisions. The new schedule makes a uniform 
scale of wages through the divisions for the same class of 
work. 

Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers took the matter up at a 
meeting of that body last Sunday afternoon and voted 
that hereafter the union would give no support to a strike 
begun without first being considered by the lodge and a 
vote of the lodge that a strike was necessary. There 
has been considerable agitation this summer among the 
operatives of the mills, who have gotten together and 
taken action without consulting the lodge, which has in 
the end been obliged to hear the evidence in the case and 
take the matter up with the manufacturers and settle the 
dispute, In the future the lodge desires that it shall have 
a voice in the matter before the operatives in any special 
branch have taken the matter into their own hands and 
gone out on a strike or submitted demands to the mill 
men.

W.B. Plunkett, Who Is to Be President of the Organization, 
Talks of the Company’s Plans—A Paper Manufacturer 
Asks Some Questions as to the Company’s Project. 





There has been a great deal of discussion in the trade 
over the paper and pulp mill project of the White Moun- 
tain Paper Company, which intends to build a main plant 
at Portsmouth, N. H., with ground wood mills at other 
points. Very many men in the trade say that the project 
as outlined in the company’s prospectus is not practicable, 
and that it can only meet with disaster, while others say 
that it is practicable and will be profitable. In view of 
this discussion, a PAPER TRADE JOURNAL representative vis- 
ited Adams, Mass., in search of Hon. William B. Plunkett, 
who is to be the head of the company and who is well 
known to many paper men. The result of his visit is given 
below: 





Interview with Hon. W. B. Plunkett.

It is confidently expected by the promoters of the White 
Mountain Paper Company that a meeting to eifect a per- 
manent organization will be held in New York city at 
an early date, and at that time Hon. William B. Plunkett, 
of Adams, Mass., will be elected president. I saw Mr. 
Plunkett at his office in the Berkshire Cotton Manufac- 
turing Company’s plant at Adams on Saturday, where he 
confirmed this statement. Mr. Plunkett said that he was 
financially interested in the company and that he thor- 
oughly believed in the concern and that its undertaking to 
his mind was practicable and would be accomplished. He 
said that the project of the company as set forth in the 
prospectus issued from New York was to be carried out, 
he expected, and that during the coming year he antici- 
pated that the pulp mill would be running, and when the 
mills were completed the company would be turning out 
its full amount of paper. 

Mr. Plunkett stated absolutely that if he did not be- 
lieve in and had not faith in the concern and its under- 
takings he would neither consent to become its presi- 
dent, as he already has, nor lend his name to aid in its 
financial success. Mr, Plunkett states that he has much 
faith in the company, and he most certainly does in- 
tend to uphold it with whatever influence he has, and 
there are developments almost daily which increase his 
belief and faith in the undertaking. The corporation, 
Mr. Plunkett assures the writer, is no scheme to dispose 
of the James timber lands upon a confiding public, as 
has been charged in some quarters. He has never been in 
that kind of business, and is now too old to embark upon 
such undertakings at the present time. The amount of 
timber in the tract has been guaranteed by the owner and 
the experts are now measuring it up, and if the measure- 
ment falls short the company pays only for what it gets. 

Mr. Plunkett says that during the summer and fall he 
thoroughly investigated the timber lands and the plans of 
the company, and satisfied himself that the undertaking 
was perfectly practicable, and the organization of the 
White Mountain Paper Company is just as legitimate a 
piece of work as the formation of a cotton plant would be. 
Mr. Plunkett says that while he is not a paper man him- 
self, he knows what a modern mill is and what modern 
machinery is, and in brief what a modern plant is. He 
consulted with friends in examining the project of the com- 
pany, is satisfied with their advice, and in fact almost any 
business man would be willing to take the advice of the 
men Mr. Plunkett consulted with. 

Mr. Plunkett says that only $6,000,000 of the bond issue 
is to be placed, and that of this amount $4,000,000 has 
already been underwritten. The $5,000,000 of preferred 
stock and $10,000,000 of common stock are already cared 
for, From this it would appear that there is only $2,000,- 
000 in bonds which can be had at the present time. 

Mr. Plunkett was asked for the names of men interested 
in the company, and the word “interested” was defined 
to mean “financially interested.” He stated that some 
thirty or forty substantial men had become interested, 
among them being Col. W. C. Brown, W. C. Beer, Col. 
John J. McCook, of Alexander & Green; Gen. A. C. 
Barnes, John C. Morgan and Charles E, Locke, of New 
York city; Gardiner Hall, of South Willington, Conn., 
and George B. James, of Boston. 

Mr. Plunkett is a busy man and leaves many of the de- 
tails of the company to other hands, but he assures the 
writer that he has the utmost faith in the company and 
its undertakings, and he sees no reason why the expecta- 
tions of the company cannot be realized. The details are 
being handled from offices in New York, Boston and 
Portsmouth, and Mr. Plunkett states that he sees nothing 
in the prospectus that cannot be put into fact. 

A friend with whom Mr. Plunkett consulted spent some 
three months in looking into the project, and visited the 
ground with him and an engineer, At the end of that 


time he reported favorably upon the matter and advised 
Mr. Plunkett to take the presidency of the company if it 
was desired that he should. 

Mr. Plunkett was first interested in the company by 
Coionel Brown, of New York city, who was a close per- 
sonal friend of President McKinley and who visited Mr. 
Plunkett at his home in Adams some time ago. At that 
time the company was mentioned by Mr. Brown and its 
aims spoken of, but with no idea that Mr. Plunkett would 
eventually become president of the concern. 

Mr. Plunkett confirms the statement that when the 
plant is in cperation it will turn out 300 tons of book and 
200 tons of news paper per day of twenty-four hours’ run. 
Mr. Plunkett is satisfied that the company has got suffi- 
cient water power privileges and that it has a good tide 
water location at Portsmouth. In brief, he is conviaced 
of the practicability of the plans of the company and 
has entire faith in its success. Ferry. 


A Paper Manufacturer Asks Some Questions. 

In the course of a discussion of the plans of the White 
Mountain Paper Company, such as has been going on so 
actively of late, and which arises in almost every gather- 
ing of members of the trade, a prominent paper manu- 
facturer expressed himself as foliows: 

“Who are the parties who furnish the basis of calcula- 
tion of amounts, accessibility, desirability, &c., of timber- 
lands? The seller, George B, James, is substantiated by 
Mr. Crawiord, a man for a great many years in his em- 
ploy. The second one, a man who poses as a timber ex- 
pert, is Mr. Morrison, of Brooklyn. 

“What is the financial standing and history of Mr. Mor- 
rison and what is the standing and history of Mr. Morgan, 
and how much money wouid a man invest in any enter- 
prise that these individual persons would bring before 
them upon their representation of the case? 

“Were there ever any attempts made by building rail- 
roads into this timberland territory to operate for the 
legitimate manufacture of lumber? What is the history 
of such attempts? Failure. 

“What is the drainage area or basis and what knowledge 
is there to-day as to the power upon these streams? Have 
these lands been offered for sale and why were they not 
purchased? 

“Is it possible that there is so much ignorance engaged 
at the present time in the manufacture of paper and pulp 
that an investment of $5,000,000 can make 50 per cent. on 
the investment when other people can make but the legiti- 
mate return upon the actual invested capital in their 
plants? 

“Who is Mr, Locke, the promoter? What business has 
he been engaged in that warrants men putting this large 
amount of money into his hands? 

“Is there any reputable manufacturer of sulphite pulp, 
soda pulp, news paper or book paper who has made a 
success in his business, who will come out and state that 
the figures as presented by this company are correct, with 
the conditions as they put them forth? 

“What investigation has been made as to the reservoir 
systems at the heads of the so-cailed powers that they are 
purchasing or that are represented as being owned by this 
company? How much power would it take to manufac- 
ture the amount of pulp required in order to produce the 
quantity of paper asked for? Where are these powers sit- 
uated? 

“Where does the money go, or how much do the pur- 
chasers of bonds contribute to the promoter? The pro- 
spectus of this company would indicate as follows: The 
vendor takes the whole of the capital stock of both issues 
and all the bonds, amounting to $25,000,000, and then gives 
back to the company the following: $500,000 in bonds, 
$500,000 in preferred stock, $500,000 in commorf stock and 
$500,000 in cash and a mill plant that is supposed to cost 
about $5,000,000, or a total of $7,000,000, Deduct this 
from the amount he receives, $25,000,000, and the differ- 
ence between these two sums, or $18,000,000, will be taken 
by the promoters to use in making sales of securities. 

“In their financial process, the circular would indicate 
that they make a syndicate of underwriters and sell them 
$6,000,000 of bonds at 90, producing $5,400,000. Just what 
is done with this money is not clear, but it is supposed 
to furnish the mill and $500,000 in cash, which goes back 
to the company. The Denver company was worked along 
these same lines.”

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WATER, COAL AND FREIGHT. 


They Are All Troubling the Paper Industry to Some 
Extent—The Difficulties of the Present 
Situation. 





Low water and a shortage in the coal and car supply, to- 
gether with a number of minor troubles, are again dis- 
tressing the paper manufacturers of the country. In 
many respects the situation is very much like that of the 
fall of 1899. In that year, however, the boom and its at- 
tendant annoyances were precipitated largely by the long 
summer drought. This year the rainfall, except in certain 
sections, has been about normal, up to the middle of 
September. But since that time, two months ago, there 
have been no rains worth speaking about in the paper mill 
localities. So while it cannot be truthfully said that low 
water has as yet contributed very much to the inability 
of the mills to meet the demand for paper, except to some 
extent in the news line, still the report on the water ques- 
tion this week is to the effect that the absence of the an- 
nual heavy fall rains is now beginning to be felt. And as 
there is small prospect of relief till next spring, the trouble 
on account of short water may be said to have just com- 
menced. That there is some foundation for this state- 
ment, perhaps it might be well to add that it is based on 
the admissions of a half-dozen men prominently identi- 
fied with the largest manufacturing concerns in New 
York State and New England. One of these men, con- 
nected with a very conservative company, said to a repre- 
sentative of THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL this week: “The 
water at our mill is in an awful condition; it is very low 
and we don’t expect much relief till spring. But, thank 
heaven, we can run by steam altogether if it is absolutely 
necessary. I pity the manufacturers who have no steam 
or electric plants in their mills, because I think many of 
them will wish they had such additional power before the 
winter is out. But please don’t mention our name, as we 
are almost distracted as things are now. If our customers 
knew how we were fixed we would be mobbed.” So 
much for the water question. 


In regard to the scare over the threatened famine in 
coal, the following statement was made this week by a 
representative of the Coal Trade Journal: “There is 
plenty of coal being mined and shipped, but the trans- 
portation facilities at the present moment seem to be lack- 
ing. This is mainly because the carrying companies were 
not forehanded in seeing that they had an ample supply 
of cars. Still the situation is no worse than it was in 
1899, and in that year none of the paper mills actually 
suffered for the want of coal.. This is because the paper 
manufacturers generally carry a large stock on hand. As 
far as these mills are concerned, therefore, there is no 
need for alarm. The heavy shipping season in the coal 
trade ends about November 15, so the cars should be on 
the return at this time. But the difficulty is to get those 
cars that are available forward to their destination. The 
situation in regard to cars for shipping coal has not 
changed from what it was two or three weeks ago, unless 
it is that in some districts cars are even harder to secure 
now than at that time. This condition is decided in the 
lake trade; there are plenty of vessels to carry the coal 
up, but there are too jew cars to get it to the market. At 
Pittsburg there is a traffic blockade of proportions never 
before approached. Every track within 30 miles of the 
city is filled with loaded cars, so that it is almost impos- 
sible to shunt cars from where they are stored to places 
where they are wanted for discharge. At Boston the soft 
coal receipts last week were the smallest on record. The 
shortage of cars in that section is making itself felt se- 
verely. Stocks are diminishing and there is by no means 
a heavy supply on hand. Practically the same story ap- 
plies to the other leading centres of the country. This 
condition of affairs in the coal market is attributable to 
the remarkably prosperous condition of all industrial pur- 
suits. One need not wonder, therefore, that fuels are in 
such great demand, but, on the contrary, we should con- 
sider it as an index of good business judgment that there 
have been no exceptional advance in values.” 

In order to ascertain whether the shortage in the supply 
of cars had anything to do with the slow delivery of goods 
in the New York market, a representative of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL made the rounds of the offices of the 
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leading paper manufacturing concerns this week. In the 
transportation department of the International Paper 
Company the statement was made that for a number of 
weeks recently the department had experienced some dif- 
ficulty in securing enough cars for its purposes as fast as it 
needed them. And while there was some delay on this 
score still the lack of cars was at no time serious enough 
to cause complaint on the part of the company’s custom- 
ers. Within the past week, it was added, the supply of 
cars was a little freer and deliveries were more prompt. 

At the offices of the Union Bag and Paper Company 
it was said that the company’s shipments are now being 
made on time in the different sections of the country, ex- 
cept one. That the company has been troubled somewhat 
on account of the scarcity of cars was admitted. At the 
offices of the Great Northern Paper Company it was ex- 
plained that as the bulk of the company’s product reaches 
the distributing centres by boat the clogged state of the 
railroad lines had not bothered the company very much. 
The immense business being done by the railroads had, 
however, delayed deliveries in some instances. 

From a number of inquiries in the trade it is evident 
that Pittsburg, Pa., and Buffalo, N. Y., are the two great 
freight clogged cities of the country. In the former place 
the great activity in the coal trade is partly responsible. 
At Buffalo there is a bad mix up, and it is said that cars 
cannot be had for love or money. And as the lake navi- 
gation closes the last of this month a worse condition of 
affairs is soon expected there. Paper mills that are 
obliged to ship through Pittsburg, Buffalo or, for that 
matter, through any large city like Chicago, New York, 
Boston or Philadelphia, are having a hard time of it just 
now to secure transportation accommodations. 


The Late George West’s Will. 


SaraToGA, N. Y., November 18, 1901.—The will of ex- 
Representative in Congress George West, of Ballston, the 
paper manufacturer, was admitted to probate to-day. The 
estate is valued at $2,250,000. The beneficiaries are the son 
and daughter—George West, Jr., of Ballstom Spa, and 
Mrs. Florence L. Mabee, of Saratoga Springs.

The 
basement is given over to the smoking and card room, 
billiard room, bowling alley, shower baths and lockers and 
the heating and lighting plants. 


The Nipigon Pulp and Paper Company. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, November 18, 1901.—Notice has 
been received by the Department of Crown Lands here 
that the Nipigon Pulp and Paper Company that ob- 
tained a concession from the Ontario Legislature in 1900 
intends to erect a mill as soon as possible. Negotiations 
were also recently completed with the department for the 
leasing of the water power at the point on the Nepigon 
River, known as Cameron’s Pool, adjacent to the pro- 
posed mill site. Under this lease the company pays $50 
rent for the first year, the rent increasing gradually dur- 
ing the first ten years until $1,000 rent is paid in the tenth 
year. The company has the right to renew the lease for 
twenty years more, after the completion of the first ten 
years, if the other conditions have been complied with. 
The company binds itself to develop 3,000 horse power 
within two years, and not less than 6,000 for its mills in 
four years. The company is permitted to sell additional 
horse power up to 4,000 horse power. L. 


In Favor of the *“*Soo” for Mill Site.

AppLeton, Wis., November 18, 1901.—The Milwaukee 
Sentinel published the following dispatch from Sault Ste. 
Marie, under date of November 14: 


J. P. Hummell, of Milwaukee, who has been in various 
branches of the paper making business during the past 
seventeen years, has been in the city this week for the pur- 
pose of looking things over with the view of establishing 
a big paper mill to cost $750,000. Mr. Hummell is a rep- 
resentative of the Bradner Smith Paper Company, of Chi- 
cago, and other Western paper manufacturers who have 
been seeking a desirable site for a mill. Mr. Hummell 
believes the Soo is the most desirable place, after having 
visited a dozen or more localities. He will so report to 
the people interested with him-in the subject. He has 
obtained satisfactory figures from the Sault Ste. Marie 
(Ont.) Pulp and Paper Company for pulp and for sulphite. 

A suitable site has been offered as a location for the 
proposed plant, and also a low price for power. The pro- 
jected mill is to have a capacity of 100 tons of paper daily.

BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


More Doing in"the Paper Market—Sulphite Fairly Active— 
Lower Prices on Ground Wood Do Not Interest 
Buyers—Progress of Technical Education. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, November 8, 1901.—I wish I could send you 
as good reports of trade here as I get of trade from you, 
but the facts would not justify it. There is an.increase 
in the business done, of course, but even at that the mar- 
ket is not active. 

Some branches of the pulp market are more busily en- 
gaged. Sulphite is moving more readily, the demand 
being principally for prime grades. Bleached is quoted 
at £12, and unbleached at £9 to £9 5s. Soda fibre is steady, 
but the call is not heavy. The increased water supply in 
Scandinavia has caused ground wood makers to modify 
their ideas somewhat, but even at that there has been no 
special response on the part of our paper makers. Pulp 
for prompt delivery offered freely at 38s. to 39s. f. 0. b. 
does not apparently interest buyers. 

The report recently issued by the Examinations De- 
partment of the City and Guilds of London Institute shows 
the progress made in connection with classes in the paper 
manufacture department. The registered classes increased 
from two in 1899-1900 to five in 1900-1901, while the stu- 
dents increased from 12 to 231. The number of candidates 
at the examination in 1900 was 32, and at the last examina- 
tion (1901) 70, and the passes were 14 and 40 respect- 
ively. The details of passes and failures show that of the 
70 candidates that sat for the last examination 14 entered 
for honors, 4 being successful in taking first and 4 sec- 
ond, while there were 6 who failed. In the ordinary grade 
there were 56 candidates, 8 being successful in first and 24 
in second, while the failures numbered 24. The total 
passes were 40 and failures 30, the percentage of failures 
being 42.9. With the improved conditions now prevail- 
ing better results will no doubt be obtained in the future. 
The report states: “The increase in the number of stu- 
dents and of those examined in paper manufacture is the 
direct consequence of the co-operation of the Paper 
Makers’ Association with the Institute in promoting tech- 
nical instruction among those engaged in this trade. Last 
year there were only two registered classes, attended by

12 students; this year five classes have been registered, 
attended by 231 students. The number of candidates has 
increased from 32 to 70, and the percentage of failures 
has fallen from 56.2 to 42.9. The prizes offered by the 
association are a useful encouragement to students, par- 
ticularly as indicating the appreciation by their employers 
of the importance of technical instruction.” 

The United Alkali Company is the patentee of “chloros,” 
which a firm that did not manufacture it offered to sup- 
ply to the Southwark Borough Council at less than cost 
price. Investigation followed, and an analysis showed 
that the goods had been diluted to from 30 to 40 per cent. 
The United Alkali Company prosecuted under the Mer- 
chandise Marks Acts and the defendant firm was fined £20 
for supplying a false trade designation to goods and £20 
for selling the same, with 50 guineas costs added. There 
were eight other cases against the offending firm, but they 
were withdrawn, the compiainant stating that the fines 
imposed were satisfactory. BRITON. 


Keeping the St. Lawrence Open. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, November 18, 1901.—European capi- 
tal is about to be employed in the attempt to keep open 
for traffic all the year round the lower St. Lawrence 
River from Quebec city to the sea. The chief mover is 
W. Nordin, of the pulp and timber house of O. W. Nor- 
din & Co., Paris, France. This firm has mills and limits 
on the Saguenay River, below Quebec, and the object of 
keeping up winter navigation on the lower St. Lawrence 
is to save the loss entailed in holding these products till 
summer or shipping by rail to a United States port for 
winter shipment. The firm has had considerable experi- 
ence in winter navigation in the Baltic Sea. The vessels 
used by the Messrs. Nordin for winter navigation in the 
Baltic have raised bows, heavily sheathed with metal, 
which both cut and press down the ice. They have gone 
through several feet of ice in the Baltic, but the problem 
in the lower St. Lawrence is somewhat different, as the 
river is never entirely closed in winter, the chief danger 
being from icebergs and ice floes. As companies will not 
place insurance on vessels navigating the river in winter, 
it will be necessary for the Nordin syndicate to do its own 
underwriting. The importance of the question lies in the 
fact that Quebec is on the most direct route from the 
Canadian Northwest to Europe. L.

FOREIGN NOTEs. 


Papierfabrik Weissenstein Actien Gesellschaft, in Ger- 
many, announces a dividend of 4 per cent. 

Norwegian reports show a marked improvement in the 
water supply, nearly all the important streams having 
risen considerably. 

At a recent meeting of Austrian pulp and paper makers 
a resolution was passed urging that steps were necessary 
to restrict the excessive exportation of pulp wood. 

Efforts have been made for some time past to form a 
trust of Austrian-Hungarian paper manufacturers. The 
attempt, according to a report from Vienna, has proved 
unsuccessful. 

Norway during 1900 imported from Germany 190 tons 
of writing, drawing and unlined notes; 211 tons of print- 
ing, blotting and filtering papers; 405 tons of boards, 
packing, bag and waste paper; 659 tons of roofing boards, 
and 260 tons of wall paper, sample cards, &c. 

A process for cleaning waste waters from paper mills 
has been introduced by Herr Proskowitz, in Germany. 
At the outset the waste waters have lime added. This 
causes all insoluble matters to go to the bottom, and the 
waters go through earth filters, which contain various 
lines of pipes like drain pipes. When coming from these 
filters the waters have once more lime added, and go a 
second time through the earth filters. After this second 
process the water is stated to be absolutely pure. 

The general meetings of the Scandinavian Wood Pulp 
Associations were held on October 21 at Stockholm. In 
the chemical section it was decided to fix the following 
prices for first quality sulphite and soda pulp for delivery 
over next year: £7 15s. to £8 ros. c. i. f. London. The 
general opinion seems to be that the production during 
the winter months was likely to be decreased owing to 
the scarcity of water. It was decided to send a repre- 
sentative to the meeting of the German and Austrian As- 
sociations to discuss the regulation of the supply and de- 
mand of chemical pulp. At the mechanical pulp sections 
it was stated that owing to the continued drought the 
preduction had been considerably reduced and the mar- 
ket was consequently very firm. Higher prices were being 
obtained for prompt delivery and a large quantity of next 
year’s production had been already sold.

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PULP WOOD. 


Treatment of the Raw Material in the Log and Its 
Measurement—Measurement by 
Doyle’s Rule, 


The application of Doyle’s rule, says “A Canadian Pulp- 
maker” in Paper and Pulp, to which reference was made 
in the previous chapter, is a simple matter, and the rule 
reads as follows: Take the diameter of the log at the small 
end, deduct four from it; square the result; deduct from 
this figure one-fourth of itself. The remainder is the num- 
ber of feet board measure in a log 12 feet long. The con- 
tents of longer timber are in proportion. 

The rule will be evident from the examples given. 

Example 1.—What are the contents of a log 16 feet long, 
9 inches diameter? 

Diameter 
Deduct four 


Remainder 


ee ee, 
Deduct one-fourth 


Final remainder 19 in. 


Hence, a 12-foot log contains 19 feet board measure. 

A log 16 feet long would contain 25 feet board meas- 
ure, and a 20-foot log 31 feet board measure. 

Example 2—How many feet board measure are there 
in a log 19 inches diameter and 31 feet long? 

From 19 deduct 4; this leaves 15; square this figure; 
result is 225. Deduct one-fourth, viz., 56, leaving 169 
feet. This gives the contents of a 12-foot log 19 inches 
diameter. A 31-foot log would contain 436 feet board 
measure. 

In actual practice it is found that Doyle’s rule is not 
accurate for small logs under 9 inches, as the calculated 
amount of timber is a good deal less than can be ob- 
tained. With large logs the quantity estimated by the 
rule is about right. 

The following comparison between the estimated quan- 
tities as given by the rule, and the amount as found ob- 
tainable in actual sawing, as tabulated in the Quebec gov-

A study of the above figures shows that the Doyle rule 
is not a fair one for application in the case of small logs. 
In the case of an 8-inch log the contents, as per the Que- 
bec table, amount to just double the contents according to 
Doyle’s rule. With the larger logs this large relative 
difference disappears, for at a diameter of 20 inches the 
excess measurement, according to the Quebec scale, is 
only a very small one. 

But while these rules obtain for saw logs, they are not 
so much used for pulp logs, the conditions under which 
the wood is cut and manufactured being of a totally differ- 
ent description. For example, it is possible to utilize logs 
for pulp wood which would be perfectly useless for con- 
version into lumber. As a general rule, logs less than 10 
inches are considered of little value for lumber, whereas 
logs as small as 4 inches in diameter can be manufactured 
into pulp wood. In this respect it may be noted that the 
lumberman prefers as large a log as possible, but the pulp 
manufacturer likes his logs to be of some uniform size 
without any great variations. 

This being so, the use of Doyle’s rule, or of any of the 
ordinary saw log scales, is not a reliable method of de- 
termining the contents of pulp wood. 

This may be rendered apparent by an example. An 
8-inch log, 20 feet long, contains 20 feet board measure, 
according to Doyle's rule. A log 16 inches diameter and 
20 feet long will show 180 feet board measure. The ratio 
of the contents is I to 9. 


Now, the true comparison of the logs is best arrived 
at from a comparison of the cubical contents. In all cases 
the ratio of the cubical contents of logs of equal length 
can be found by means of the following formula: 


Cc RF 


c c 
or, in other words, the contents are in direct ratio to the 
squares of half the diameters. In the example quoted the 
logs are 8 and 16 inches ‘respectively, giving a ratio of 
16 to 64, that is, of I to 4. 

The measurement almost exclusively employed for the 
determination of the contents of logs intended for pulp 
wood is by means of a standard unit known as the “cord.” 
This is a measure or quantity of wood so called because 
it was originally measured with a cord of a certain length. 
A pile of wood cut into 4-foot lengths and stacked up so 
as to measure 8 feet by 4 feet high is taken as a cord of 
wood. Hence the standard cord consists of a pile of 
wood 8 feet long, 4 feet wide and 4 feet high, giving 128 
cubic feet in the pile. 

For the sake of convenience the actual dimensions of 
the pile are sometimes allowed to vary, so long as the 
cubical contents are 128 cubic feet. Thus a stack of wood 
8 feet long, 8 feet high and 2 feet wide contains 128 cubic 
feet, or one cord. A number of pieces of wood, each 12 
feet long, stacked up to give a pile 6 feet long by 5 feet 4 
inches high, will contain 384 cubic feet, or three cords. 

Strictly speaking, however, the cord is supposed to con- 
sist of pieces of wood 4 feet long piled up as described. 

A definite relation exists between the “cord” of wood 
and the system of measurement adopted for use in the 
lumbering industry, but so far this has not been properly 
determined or agreed to. As a result arbitrary figures, 
differing considerably, are found everywhere.

Toronto, Canada, November 18, 1901.—On Saturday 
last timber limits Nos. 176 and 182, on the north shore of 
Lake Superior, in the Algoma district, were sold at auc- 
tion here to the E. B. Eddy Company, of Hull, Que., 
for $303,000.

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WASHING AND BEATING. 


A Veteran Paper Maker Presents Some Matters from His 
Book of Experience—Formulz That Have Been 
Found of Practical Value. 


The washing of stock requires just as much care as the 
beating, from the fact that properly washed stock gives 
the beaterman less trouble. My observation shows that 
much of the washing is left to the care of helpers, and 
that stock goes into the drainer half washed. Bleach 
hides this defect until the stock goes into the beater. 
Then trouble begins. 

To thoroughly wash the stock requires from four to 
six hours, according to the number of washers and the 
quantity of water supplied. During the time of washing 
the roll should be gradually lowered until the water runs 
clear from the washers or from a parcel of stock when 
squeezed in the hand. The presence of the running clear 
water shows that the washing process is completed. The 
stock should be acted upon by the roll until its condition 
is stringy. I have always found the time taken to heat 
the water after raising the washers and before attempting 
to bleach the stock to be well spent. Between 60° and 
70° is sufficiently warm enough. 

In bleaching a washer of 700 pounds of: book stock I 
use 3 pints of vitriol; then two buckets of dry bleach, 
scattered well through the stock. After this has been 
in the washer for half an hour I use two more buckets, 
and often find one bucket sufficient to bring the stock to 
a high color. My object in putting the bleach into the 
stock by instalment is to give the first two buckets a 
chance to kill any foreign chemical it might run against, 
which would have a tendency to weaken the strength of 
the bleach. The following two buckets then acts upon the 
stock. 

For print rags I use 4 pints of vitriol and five buckets of 
dry bleach, scattering the first two buckets well through 
the washer; then after half a hour add the remaining three 
buckets. 

In my opinion the flat bottom beater is a poor idea, and 
a U or oval bottom is far superior, as the stock never 
lodges along the side, and stirring is done away with 


After stock has been in the beater long enough to get 
the stock free of lumps, the roll should be gradually low- 
cred every fifteen minutes until it is on an easy brush with 
the bed-plate. Carelessness regarding this causes the pulp 
to be either too free or too slow. There is a tendency on 
the part of beatermen to lower the roll all at once, and 
the stock does not take on the proper temper, neither is 
all tempered alike, and if the stock is not properly tem- 
pered it cannot be properly refined in the Jordan: 

To furnish a beater for extra No. 1 News I use for a 
700-pound beater: 


500 pounds half stuff (dry weight) best print rags. 

120 pounds half stuff (dry weight) hard stock. 

169 pounds chemical wood pulp 

100 pounds agolite. 

I pail size. 

1% pails alum. 

¥% ounce blue, dissolved in hot water, using % pint. 
For No. 2 News I use: 

17 bundles ground wood. 

Balance print rags. 

2 pails size. . 

1 pail alum. 

2-3 pint blue liquor. 

For ordinary News I use: 

125 pounds dry or 350 pounds wet sulphite 
Balance ground wood. 

1% pails size. 

1 pail alum. 

1 pint blue liquor. 

For S. and S. C. Book I use: 

500 pounds half stuff (dry weight) best book rag:. 
120 pounds half stuff (dry weight) hard stock. 
169 pounds chemical wood pulp. 

100 pounds agolite. 

2 pails size (high finish). 

1 pail alum. 

Blue liquor to suit. 

In supersized and supercalendered book, whether 
made with a combination of rags and sulphite or soda 
pulp, or from a combination of sulphite and soda pulp, a 
starch and rosin size should be used. To free the rosin 
size of undissolved particles of rosin, use a small quantity 
of carbonate of soda, about % pound to 50 pounds of size 


Dissolve the starch in cold water, then heat to the boiling 
point, and add the starch paste to rosin size, dissolved in 
hot water. 

3 parts of starch to 1 part size for writing. 

1 part of starch to 1 part size for book. 

14 part of starch to I part size for news. 

For No. 1 Book, I use: 

400 pounds print rag half stuff. 

2 barrels linen half stuff (alum barrels). 

2 bundles ground wood pulp. 

100 pounds agalite. 

Balance chemical wood. 

1% pails size. 

1 pail alum. 

As sulphite has taken the place of rags as a hard stock 
and soda pulp the place of thirds and blues and soft stock, 
the same rule fits wood pulp. It must be well cooked. 

A high-class paper, either book or writing, can be pro- 
duced by using: 

25 per cent. sulphite 
25 per cent. chemical wood. 
50 per cent. book stock (old books). 

Filtering paper is made from cotton rags of the weakest 
description and boiled with 4 pounds caustic soda to 100 
pounds rags. It is treated the same as blotting paper as 
to size and alum, but there should be added to the pulp 
20 per cent. of purified animal charcoal powder. The 
stock is run over the machine the same as blotting paper 
stock. 

For a hard, stiff paper, subject the pulp to the action of 
chloride of zinc. The strength of the solution makes the 
hardness. 

For waterproof paper pass any good paper through a 
bath of shellac and borax. 

To give paper a rattle and make it feel hard: Dissolve 
50 pounds of starch in 25 gallons of cold water. Then add 
5 gallons silicate of soda (liquid glass) and furnish in 
beater as follows: First, alum: second, two pails silicate 
of soda and starch; third, rosin size. 

When there is frothing on the machine I find that the 
following greatly reduces that trouble: Dissolve 5 pounds 
of common glue in four buckets of water; then boil four 
hours, add 50 pounds of rosin size and boil twenty min- 
utes. A wash basin full will size 200 pounds of stock.

No one can truthfully deny the statement that during 
the ten years from 1890 to 1900 the paper industry of this 
country made great strides. In that period, according to 
the census, its number of establishments increased 17.6 
per cent., the capital invested increased 86.5 per cent., the 
number of its salaried employees increased 117.7 per cent., 
the salaries it paid increased 154.2 per cent., the average 
number of wage earners in it increased 59.9 per cent., the 
wages paid increased 57.1 per cent., the cost of materials 
used increased 59.5 per cent. and the value of its product 
increased 61.2 per cent. 

These are certainly large figures. They show an ex- 
pansion of the industry that must undoubtedly stir the 
pride of all connected with it.

The secretary-treasurer of the order brands the man as a 
fraud and advises his arrest. It is also stated on behalf 
of the United Brotherhood of Paper Makers that the matter 
will be taken up officially, and the scamp sought for pun- 
ished if he is found. The order owes it to itself to be very dil- 
igent in the matter, not only for the benefit of those with 
whom it seeks to do business, but also for the protection 
of its good name. Of course the manufacturer who was 
victimized in this case reversed the ordinary cautionary rule 
of investigating the man first and paying him the money 
afterward. 


Last week we printed an article on the “Boiling of 
Stock,” in which the writer, a veteran paper maker, tuid 
of the means by which he had produced satisfactory re- 
sults. This week the same writer deals with washing and 
beating, and presents some formule for the consideration 
of his brethren in the trade.

The Condition at the Millinocket Plant of the Great North- 
ern Paper Company—tThe International Paper Com- 
pany Reports That It Has No Like Trouble. 


The condition of the Great Northern Paper Company 
has been a lively topic of conversation for a number of 
York trade.

Neverthe- 
less, outsiders have ventured to summarize the situation 
for us. This was done late last week by the New York 
News Bureau in one of its bulletins 
subscribers in the financial district.

Boston.—The price of paper is reported to be very firm, 
with an upward tendency, on account of the shortage of 
pulp from which some manufacturers are suffering. It is 
reported that the Great Northern Paper Company, whose 
plant at Millinocket was laid out to make 250 tons of paper 
a day and 150 tons of pulp a day, is now making but 50 
tons of pulp, the water power proving very inadequate 
This plant is situated on one of the tributaries of the 
Penobscot River and at the foot of Lake Millinocket. This 
lake is now reported to be very low, having been drawn 
down during the summer, and as there is no prospect of 
its filling up before the winter season closes in, it is feared 
that the plant will be very much crippled throughout the 
winter, and that its production will be greatly reduced. 
Already, it is said, they are 40 or 50 tons short in their 
New York deliveries, and are obliged to call upon other 
manufacturers for the deficit. They are making every 
possible effort, however, to overcome the shortage of pulp 
by buying from outside sources, regardless of cost, and it 
is known that large shipments have been made from Ticon 
deroga and Plattsburgh, N. Y., which are several hun- 
dred miles away, and that they are now scouring the coun- 
try for further supplies and negotiating with parties in 
Sault Ste. Marie, which is more than a thousand miles dis 
tant. They will have to buy, it is said, 150 tons of pulp 
daily throughout the entire year to meet the shortage. 

It is felt in the trade that this condition of affairs at 
the Millinocket plant is only what the best informed per 
sons predicted at the time that mill was laid out on such 
a large scale, and that the company will not prove to be 
so important a factor, either in the quantity of output or 
ability to meet the market, as has been previously repre 
sented, and that there is little fear of it being hereafter 
a disturbing element in the print market.

Changes are being made in the boiler plant, including a 
new heater and new harness work, and the machinery of 
the mill is receiving a general overhauling. 

The Seneca paper mills, owned by the Cosmos Com- 
pany, of New York, have resumed operations again after a 
shutdown of several months, during which the old ma- 
chinery has been repaired, new machinery installed, new 
buildings erected, and many other improvements made. 
Under the new management nothing but straw paper will 
be made. About seventy hands are employed. 

A fire in Kingston’s paper mill, Little Falls, N. Y., last 
week, made some little headway before it was extin- 


guished. It was caused by the head flying off a parlor 


match and falling among some dry papers. The em- 
ployees of the miil succeeded in extinguishing the blaze 
before any great damage was sustained, although it was 
thought best to notify the fire department, which sent ap- 
paratus to the scene in a short time. 

The Dalton Power Company, of South Lunenburg, Vt., 
has just completed the erection of its new building, an 
addition to its ground wood pulp mill. The new mill is 
of brick, was designed by the late Ashley B. Tower, erect- 
ed and finished by his successor, Mr. Hardy. Within a 
few weeks contracts for the paper mill machinery will be 
closed. At present the company is turning out ground 
wood pulp, some 20 tons a day, but the production is 
soon to be increased, a new grinder being now at the 
mill ready to be set up. 

The mill of the New Haven Pulp and Board Company, 
New Haven, Conn., began operations last week. This 
company has acquired the old Mallory Wheeler shops, 
and after erecting several new buildings has a most com- 
plete plant. The buildings of the main factory are 256 
feet on the railroad track side and, with an addition at an 
angle running out 175 feet, ample room is afforded for 
the new machinery that has been installed. There are 
also wings built for the boiler and engine and the ship- 
ping rooms. The company will manufacture pulp lined 
boards, card middles and specialties and board for paper 
box making. The superintendent of the mill is F. A. 
Franklin.

The first machine of this kind was placed in a one-ma- 
chine mill, where news and hanging papers have been 
made. It has been running continuously since it was first 
started.

been granted a United States patent on a process of pro- 
ducing size for paper. 

The invention relates to the production ‘of a substitute 
for animal size, and especially that class of size used in 
the manufacture of the finer class of paper generally em- 
ployed for color printing. This paper is known in com- 
merce as “chromo paper,” and consists of fine white paper 
having a very thin coating of size and a slight coating of 
blane fixe with size. In producing this paper, says the 
inventor, a mineral layer, consisting of the so-called “‘blanc 
fixe” and kaolin (china clay) is required, such layer hav- 
ing hitherto been fixed by animal size. Latterly instead 
of animal size a mixture of the same with vegetable size— 
i. €., a preparation consisting of potato starch and alkalies 
—has been employed. By means of vegetable size a fix- 
ing of the mineral layer can only be attained when com- 
paratively large quantities of the same are employed. In 
this case disadvantages arise in that, first, too little opaque 
pigment is precipitated on the paper, thus failing to attain 
a pure white color, and, secondly, that owing to the de- 
creased porosity the reception of the color on printing is 
rendered difficult or wholly prevented. The employment 
of animal size is, however, very expensive, not only on ac- 


count of the high market price of the same, but also for 


the reason that this size has to be produced in consider- 
able quantities, and during the hot season is therefore lia- 
ble to get bad and foul. According to the present inven- 
tion these disadvantages are prevented, owing to the fact 
that larger quantities of opaque pigment may be fixed 
on the paper to be provided with the layer with only small 
quantities of the improved size, and at the same time the 
porosity is entirely preserved. The improved size alone 
or mixed with the opaque pigment is not liable to turn 
bad or foul. 

The size is produced in the following manner: A certain 
solution is first produced by dissolving horn shavings in 
a suitabie lye. It has been found that at least three parts, 
by weight, of horn shavings will be dissolved by a lye 
formed by dissolving two parts, by weight, of caustic soda 
in ten parts, by weight, of water. The process of solution 
is accelerated by repeated stirring, and the result is diluted 
by an addition of water to a consistency of 7.5° Baumé.

Trouble Over Nekonegan Logs. 


Bancor, Me., November 18, 1901.—The directors of the 
Penobscot Lumbering Association held a meeting at the 
office of the treasurer, Charles H. Adams, in this city, last 
week, to discuss the matter of caring for the logs in the 
West Branch drive, which are now running into the boom, 
the building of a dam at Eber’s Point and the seizing of 
certain logs in the pond of the Nekonegan Paper Company, 
which, it is alleged, bear the marks of F. A. Gilbert and 
James M. McNulty. 

The matter of caring for the logs was left to a commit- 
tee which will instruct the drivers what to do. The Lum- 
bering Association claims that the West Branch people 
should bear the expense, and the latter claim that the 
Lumbering Association should bear a part of the assess 
ment. The committee appointed consists of Samuel Sterns, 
F. A. Gilbert and John Ross. 

Some of the directors contended that the association 
was liable to a lawsuit in putting a dam across the channel 
at Eber’s Point, but after a discussion the matter was left 
to the committee named above to look after. 

According to a recent law the association can seize the 
logs at the Nekonegan Paper Company’s mill, and this 
course will be pursued. Further developments regarding 
this matter are expected.

Game Laws and Pulp Development. | 


Toronto, Canada, November 18, I90I. 
—A curious and interesting reason has 
been given by D. F. Burke, of Port Ar- 


thur, Ont., the Ontario Government 
for desiring a change in the game laws in 
Northern Ontario. Mr. Burke has just 
come to Toronto to arrange for the winter 
campaign of advertising New Ontario, and 
one of the first things he did was to urge 
Premier Ross to change the open season 
for moose and caribou. At present these 
animals can only be shot in one year out 
of three, and then only under strict regu- 
lations. As they have unlimited breeding 
grounds stretching to Hudson Bay, he 
urges that this protection is not necessary, 
and that the open season should be the 
whole of October each year. Further- 
more, if outsiders were allowed to shoot 
under reasonable regulations, Northern 
Ontario might expect a great influx of 
hunters from the United States, and these 
practical men of business, seeing the great 
pulp and timber wealth of New Ontario, 
would become interested and would come 
back to invest capital and develop the 
country. Mr, Burke contends that the 
men who built the new railways and pulp 
and timber mills in Quebec Province dur- 
ing its present boom are Americans, who 
were first made acquainted with its possi- 
bilities while on hunting excursions. Re

PAPER.—The present condition of the New York pa- 
per market has not been duplicated since the fall of 1899. 
There is, however, this difference in the situation this 
year: the element of speculation that played so important 
a factor in the buying of 1899 is absent. All the paper 
that reaches the market is rapidly going into consuimp- 
tion. This fact encourages both the manufacturer and 
jobber in the opinion that the demand is healthy, and 
that it is going to last right through the winter. That 
the demand is extraordinary there is no question. And 
a good feature of the situation is that the activity is 
general, all grades being in exceptionally strong demand. 
If there is any leadership in point of demand the Book 
papers no doubt are entitled to it. According to the most 
reliable reports all the prominent Book mills of the coun- 
try are sold ahead for six weeks. Orders calling for ship- 
ment in less than that time are being “turned down” 
every day. The minimum prices on Book are 3c. for 
machine finish and 334c. for supercalendered. Manilas of 
all grades are also in very great demand. Orders for No. 
2 Wood Manilas are being declined by some of the mills, 
as they are loaded with orders for No. 1. Orders for 
Butchers’ will not be accepted by the mills, as the own- 
ers find it to their advantage to make the other grades. 
Fibres are active at about 2%4c. as the minimum. A few 
mills make a cheap grade for 2.35c. Taking into con- 
sideration the activity of the Manila market it is surpris- 
ing that greater advances have not been made. News 
paper continues in very strong demand, The market 
quotation is now 24%c. But as all the mills have at least a 
thirty days’ run on their books orders are going a-beg- 
ging. The production of News is also said to be curtailed 
somewhat owing to low water in the Northern sections.
